REPORT  of  the  Directors,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ninth 
Ordinary  General  Meeting  of  Proprietors,  at  the  Bridge 
House  Hotel,  London  Bridge,  at  One  o’clock  P.M. 
precisely,  on  Tuesday,  the  20th  December,  1859. 


The  Directors  beg  herewith  to  submit  to  the  Proprietors  their 
Report,  with  the  Accounts  for  the  twelve  months  ending  Oct.  31st, 
1859. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  Revenue  Account  that  the  gross  income 
of  the  year  has  amounted  to  £134,068  12s.  Id.,  and  the  expenditure 
to  £88,753  Is.  5d.,  leaving  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  Revenue  for  the 
twelve  months  of  £45,315  10s.  8^. 

As  the  last  Account  submitted  in  December  showed  only  the 
working  of  six  months,  this  Account  should  be  compared  with  that 
submitted  in  June,  1858. 

Such  a  comparison  will  show  that  whilst  the  net  earnings  of 
the  year  1857-58  were  £35,073  17s.  10d.,  those  of  the  past  year 
are  £45,315  10s.  8^. ;  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  improvement 
arises  almost  entirely  from  the  reductions  which  h  been  made  in 
the  charges  against  Reven  e  for  the  year. 
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To  arrive  at  a  proper  comparison  of  the  Accounts  for  future 
guidance,  it  is  necessary  that  the  receipts  and  expenditure  connected 
Avith  the  Handel  Festivals  should  be  excluded  from  both  Accounts  ; 
and  if  this  be  done,  it  will  be  seen  that  while  the  charges  for  the 
year  ending  April  80th  18o8  were  £72,890  45.  11  d.,  for  the  past 
year  they  have  been  but  £65,362  10s.  7 d.,  and  even  this  latter  sum 
includes  many  items  of  expenditure  (as  will  appear  on  reference  to 
the  Abstracts)  which  represent  permanent  additions  and  improve¬ 
ments  to  the  Palace,  and  which  might  legitimately  have  been  charged 
to  Capital. 

The  sum  now  available  for  division  amounts,  with  the  reserve 
brought  forward,  to  £57,940  10s.  lid.,  which  the  Directors  propose 
to  apportion  as  follows  : — 

To  the  payment  of  Preference  Dividend  and  Interest  on  Debenture 
Stock  for  the  year,  £2G,6G3  5s.  6d. ;  to  the  payment  of  a  Dividend  on 
the  Ordinary  Shares  of  two  shillings  per  share,  which  will  amount  to 
£20,039,  leaving  a  reserve  of  £11,218  5s.  5 d.  to  be  earned  forward 
to  the  next  year’s  Account. 


Since  the  Directors  had  last  the  pleasure  of  meeting  the  Pro¬ 
prietors,  they  are  happy  to  say  that  the  whole  of  the  De  en  ure 
Stock  has  been  allotted.

The  total  number  of  Visitors  during  the  period  embraced  by 


Accounts  has  been  1,384,163.  This  is  an  increase  of  20,000  on  the 
average  of  the  four  preceding  years,  and  a  gratifying  evidence  that 
the  Palace  has  not  relaxed  its  steady  hold  on  the  public  favour.  A 
remarkable  testimony  to  this  is  given  by  the  extraordinary  numbers 
who  attended  the  fetes  of  the  Foresters  and  Odd  Fellows — surpassing 
even  the  large  gatherings  of  the  same  bodies  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Exhibitors’  Department  continues  to  show  steady  progress. 
The  increased  accommodation  spoken  of  in  the  last  Eeport  has  pro¬ 
duced  the  result  which  was  then  anticipated:  not  only  does  the 
rental  from  this  source  show  a  satisfactory  advance  (more  than  15 
per  cent  on  that  of  the  preceding  twelve  months),  but  the  whole 
department  is  in  a  sounder  and  more  healthy  condition  than  it  has 
ever  before  been. 

The  Directors  have  continued  to  use  every  effort  to  keep  down  the 
working  expenditure  of  the  establishment,  but  while  carrying  these 
reductions  into  effect,  they  have  not  neglected  the  necessary  repairs  to 
the  fabric ;  the  whole  exterior  of  the  main  building  has  been  re¬ 
painted  (an  operation  which  will  not  recur  for  some  time),  and  its 
stability  fully  maintained,  as  indeed  was  remarkably  shown  during 
the  very  severe  storms  of  this  autumn. 

A  considerable  improvement  in  the  interior  has  been  effected  in 
the  screen  separating  the  tropical  end  from  the  rest  of  the  Building, 
by  substituting  glass  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  curtain  formerly 
employed.  The  materials  for  this  were  obtained  from  the  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  South  Tower  rendered  necessary  by  the  works  above 
alluded  to  for  the  Befreshment  Department,  so  that  while  a  great 
improvement  has  been  made,  it  has  been  effected  at  little  more  than 
the  cost  of  the  labour. 

Alterations  and  repairs  to  the  Concert  Eoom  having  become 
necessary,  the  Directors  have  taken  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
substitute  a  wooden  ceiling  for  the  temporary  awning  hitherto 
employed,  and  also  to  make  other  changes  in  the  arrangements 
which  will  give  a  more  permanent  character  to  the  room,  increase 
its  capabilities  for  sound,  and  add  materially  to  the  convenience  of 
the  Visitors ;  and  will  also  permit  of  illustrated  Lectures  and  other 
Exhibitions  being  given  there  with  advantage  and  effect. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  between  this  Company  and 
the  Council  of  the  London  Bifle  Brigade,  by  which  a  portion  of  the 
grounds  at  the  lower  end  of  the  Park  is  appropriated  to  the  Brigade 
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as  a  practice  ground.  The  spot  chosen  has  received  the  sanction  of 
the  Government  Inspector,  and  aU  the  expenditure  requisite  to  fit  it 
for  the  purpose  in  view  is  to  be  defrayed  by  the  Brigade ;  while,  on 
the  other  baud,  the  Directors  have  reduced  the  price  of  admission  to 
all  the  members  of  the  Brigade  when  in  uniform. 

Arrangements  of  a  similar  :ire  in  progress  with  other 

Metropolitan  Corps,  and  thus  the  Palace  will  become  identified 
with  this  important  popular  movement. 


The  construction  of  the  Victoria  Station,  and  of  the  Line  for  con¬ 
necting  the  West  End  Bailway  thereto,  is  proceeding  rapidly,  and 
there  is  every  prospect  of  their  being  opened  early  in  the  coming 
summer.  This  direct  communication  with  the  centre  of  the  West 
End  of  Town,  cannot  fail  to  cause  an  important  addition  to  the 
traffic  to  the  Palace.  It  will  also  prove  indirectly  beneficial  by 
encouraging  building  operations  in  the  surrounding  districts,  i 
large  population  is  rapidly  becoming  resident  in  the  neighbourhood 
and  anything  which  tends  still  further  to  increase  it  is  matter  o

The  Directors  much  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  report  an 
adjustment  of  the  matters  in  difference  between  this  Compauy  and 
the  Brighton  Eailway  Company.  The  latter  Company  being  advised 
that  doubts  existed  as  to  the  power  of  the  late  Mr.  Eobert  Stephen¬ 
son  to  make  the  award  in  the  form  in  which  he  made  it,  it  has  been 
considered  necessary  to  have  this  question  legally  decided  before 
entering  further  on  the  negotiation.  Proceedings  have  been  accord¬ 
ingly  instituted  for  this  purpose,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  decision  of 
the  Court  may  be  obtained  early  in  the  coming  year. 


The  Crystal  Palace  Art  Union  was  very  successful  during  its  first 
season,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  considerable  increase  in  its 
operations  for  the  coming  year.  More  prominence  will  in  future  be 
given  to  Pictures  among  the  Prizes,  and  such  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  this  as  will  be  to  the  mutual  benefit  both  of  the 
Company’s  Picture  Grallery  and  the  Art  Union. 


A  Eesolution  will  be  submitted  to  the  Proprietors  empowering  the 
Directors  to  consolidate  the  Shares,  both  Ordinary  and  Preference, 
into  Stock,  in  exercise  of  the  powers  conveyed  by  the  Company’s  Act 
of  1856.  By  this  operation  the  Eegistration  of  Transfers  will  be 
greatly  simplified,  while  additional  security  as  well  as  increased  con¬ 
venience  and  economy  will  result. 

A  Eesolution  will  also  be  submitted  for  extending  the  time  for 
closing  the  Transfer  Books  previous  to  the  meeting,  from  seven  to 
fourteen  days,  the  former  period  having  been  found  too  limited  for 
the  purpose.

We  have  to  report  that  the  Accounts  of  the  Company  for  the 
year  ending  31st  October,  1859,  which  will  be  laid  before  the  Meet¬ 
ing  convened  for  the  20th  instant,  have  been  carefully  audited  by  us, 
and  that  we  find  them  to  be  correctly  stated,  properly  vouched,  and 
in  due  accordance  with  the  books  of  the  Company. 

The  Capital  and  Revenue  Statements,  and  the  Balance  Sheet, 
together  with  the  ample  details  furnished  by  the  Abstracts  which 
accompany  them,  exhibit  so  clearly  and  fully  the  financial  position 
and  working  of  the  Company,  that  we  cannot  do  better  than  simply 
refer  the  Shareholders  to  them  for  information  on  those  points. 

At  the  same  time  we  desire  to  state,  expressly  in  reference  to  that 
important  part  of  our  duty  which  consists  in  taking  care  that  a  due 
distinction  is  maintained  in  the  Accounts  as  between  Capital  and 
Revenue,  and  especially  that  no  expenses  that  ought  to  be  borne  by 
the  latter  are  charged  to  the  former,  that  the  result  of  our  audit 
is  entirely  satisfactory.
